LOTUS  SPECIOSUM 
(Egyptian  Lotus) 

We  wish  to  lay  particular  stress  upon  this  beautiful  Lotus.  The 
best  known  of  all  and  the  easiest  to  grow,  most  desirable  in 
ponds  where  the  magnificent  foliage  and  flowers  produce  a  beau¬ 
tiful  subtropical  effect.  Flowers  deep  rose  color,  creamy-white 
at  the  base  of  the  petals,  sweet  scented.  Make  a  cut  into  the 
top  end  of  the  seed  with  a  file  and  soak  in  lukewarm  water  for 
24  hours  before  planting.  Price,  3  seeds  for  35c. 

How  to  Grow  Water  Lilies  From  Seed.  Take  an  ordinary  size 
flower  pot,  fill  it  within  one  inch  of  the  top  with  good  soil,  no 
manure,  then  plant  the  seeds,  firm  down  the  soil  and  cover  with 
pure  sand,  about  as  thick  as  a  cardboard,  and  place  the  pot  in  an 
earthenware  dish  about  three  inches  deeper  than  the  pot,  pour  water 
into  the  dish  until  the  top  of  the  pot  in  which  the  seeds  are  planted 
will  be  covered  about  two  inches,  then  place  in  a  sunny  window. 
The  water  should  be  kept  at  tepid  temperature  until  the  leaves 
have  grown.  When  the  plants  have  leaves  about  the  size  of  a  dime, 
transplant  into  a  tub  that  has  been  three  parts  filled  with  a  mixture 
of  three  parts  of  good  top  soil,  or  rotted  sod  compost,  with  one 
part  cow  manure  or  good  barnyard  manure.  Cover  with  half  an 
inch  of  clean  sand. 

When  Planting  to  the  Tub  or  Pool  the  soil  should  be  firmed  about 
the  roots;  then  cover  with  about  one  foot  of  water.  The  best  effect 
will  be  had  by  sinking  the  tub  in  the  ground  right  up  to  the  rim. 
In  October  remove  the  plants  from  the  tub  and  trench  in  a  box 
of  dry  sand  and  keep  dorm&ht  for  Winter  in  a  place  where  they 
will  not  freeze. 

WATER  LILY — Plants  pink,  blue  and  red.  $1.50  each,  express 
collect.

The  wings,  or  petal-like  attachments  to  the  seed,  are 
light  yellow.  After  the  seed  develops,  these  attachments 
that  we  call  wings,  become  more  brilliantly  colored, 
finally  attaining  a  bright  pink  or  red  hue. 

When  dried  and  made  into  wreathes  and  hung  in 
windows  or  rooms,  after  a  year’s  time  will  look  just  as 
if  picked  fresh  -from  the  garden,  neither  shrinking  or 
losing  color,  or  dropping  the  blossoms,  although  it  is 
dr>'  and  brittle.  It  surely  is  an  everlasting  flower.  A 
thrill  of  joy  to  all  who  see  it.

fering  from  drouth  and  heat.  The  plant  thrives  best  in  an  open 
soil,  and  when  the  soil  is  a  stiff  clay,  it  would  be  well  to  surround 
the  roots  with  a  liberal  quantity  of  sand.  Butterfly  weed  it  truly  is! 
At  all  times  during  its  blooming  season  it  is  covered  with  all  sorts 
of  butterflies  and  other  showy  insects  in  search  of  sweet  nectar.

Cover 
with  glass  and  keep  rea¬ 
sonably  moist,  but  not 
wet.  Transplant  the  seed¬ 
lings  into  small  pots.  Of 
all  the  window  garden 
plants,  none  are  so  well 
adapted  for  indoor  culti¬ 
vation,  but  too  much 
moisture  should  not  be 
forced  upon  them.  Their 
flowers  are  exceptionally 
showy  not  only  in  form 
but  also  in  size  and  their  colors  vary  with  the  most  extended  of 
tints.  Furthermore  many  of  them  exhale  delicate  and  exquisite 
odor.

The  cuttings  will  start 
roots  better  if  the  freshly  cut  part  of  the  leaf  plant  is  “Calloused”, 
that  is,  left  exposed  to  the  sun  for  a  few  days  before  planting. 

HINTS  IN  CACTUS  CULTURE 

When  Cactus  plants  are  received,  place  the  plants  in  lukewarm 
water  for  about  half  an  hour,  cut  roots  short,  and  plant  in  very 
sandy  loam.  They  need  good  drainage,  a  handful  of  charcoal  in  bottom 
of  pot,  and  a  handful  of  sand  about  the  roots  of  each  plant.  Growth 
of  new  roots  will  soon  start  if  a  little  water  is  given,  some  air- 
slacked  lime  mixed  with  the  soil  is  beneficial. 

Root  Cactus  in  charcoal  or  in  propagation  sand  will  germinate 
easily  at  a  good  temperature.
